IMPROVED HOLLOW CROWN 


This productive variety matures in 
about 133 days. The roots vary from 10 
to 13 inches in length, and 2 to 3 inches 
in diameter at the shoulder. The skin is 
creamy in color, the flesh a creamy 
white, and the former having scattered 
tidges.

snip seed can be sown early in the 
spring, using an ounce of seed to 200 
feet of row.

PEPPERS 


Pepper Seed should be planted in the hotbed
